Hat afpiring Monarch of Mufcovy is treating ( as the Letters from Vienna 
T give out) with the Duke of Mecklenburg, in order by that Means to be re- 
ceived iato the Number of the Princes of the Empire: In the mean Time, the 
Imperial Court has given an ‘Aufwer to the Demands. of the Czar, wiz. That 
when Maximilian gave the-Title of the Emperor to the Grand Duke of Mufco- 
vyg it was upon no other Grounds than as is done ufually to all the Eaftern Prin- 
ces, befides it was then given, without the Participation of the Empite, and 
in a Time of a bloody, War, when it was not once imagined, that ever the gi- 
ving that Title would afterwards be drawn into Confequence; That when a Cza- 
tian Prince obtained an Archdutchefs in Martiage, he embraced the Romith Re- 
ligion, ‘and was not Sovereign of Mufcovy, and confequently that particular can 
no Ways enforce the Czat’s Pretenfions as to a Voice in the Imperial Diet : 
And as to Mecklenburg, the Czar may likewife addrefs himfelf to the Diet of the 
Empire. On the 7th Inftant, the Emperor'and Emprefs arrived at Presburg 
and made a very magnificence Entry into that City. 

Letters from Petersburg advife, that the Czar was arrived at Aftracan, and his 
Army of 120000. Men was on full March towards the Perfian Frontiers, where 
it is believed they will make a very confiderable Progrefs, and ’tis thought, jthat 
the Tartars inhabiting’ along the River Doria, will fubmit to the Mufcovites: 

The Venetians flatter themfelves, with Hopes, that the Turks will be diver- 
ted from adting any Thing againft the Republick, by the great Rebellion in’ Per- 
fia, from whence ‘tis advifed, that three grand Rebels pillage all be fore them, 
and that a general Revolution was expe@ed.
